DO  AWAY  WITH  HONOR 


Abraham  Lincoln  said  it:  “A  house  divided  against  itself 
cannot  stand  ...  It  will  become  all  one  thing  or  all  the  other.” 
It  has  been  an  even  century  since  this  simple  psychology  was 
set  down  from  his  observation  of  the  day’s  issue,  yet  the  words 
extend  over  the  years  to  modem  times  — including  lifet  in 
the  Brigham  Young  University  community. 

In  Lincoln’s  day  the  issue  was  abolishment  of  slavery. 
The  present  cry  might  will  be  one  of  abolishing  the  Honor  Sys- 
tetm  on  campus.  BYU  is  in  fact  a house  divided  against  itself 
when  the  so-called  honor  code  enter  the  picture. 


DIVIDED  HOUSE 

In  theory  the  Honor  System  is  a fine  device  for  growth; 
spiritually  and  mentally.  But  students  whose  professors  stay- 
ed in  the  room  during  recent  exams,  and  who  must  check 
their  old  books  before  entering  the  Bookstore  to  buy  new 
books,  must  have  reason  to  wonder  if  the  theory  is  so  fine 
after  all.  Would  it  be  better  to  disfranchise  the  Honor  System, 
or  remain  a house  divided  — part  honor,  part  compulsion? 

Or,  in  fact,  can  the  sides  really  be  weighed  realistically 
in  the  battlte'for  existence?  Would  books  have  to  be  checked 
at  the  Bookstore  if  there  was  no  need  for  it?  Would  instruc- 
ors  have  to  play  overseer  if  they  had  full  trust  in  their  stu- 
dents — individually  or  as  a group?

NECESSITY  MATERIAL 
There  is  merit  to  both  sides.  No  business  enterprise  can  long 
sustain  loss  through  pilfered  merchandies,  nor  can  an  honest 
person  afford  to  lose  a fight  at  the  gain  of  dishonest  interests. 
Materiallq,  there  is  a necessity  .to  balance  the  scales  when  un 
fair  odds  take  the  advantage.  Unfortunately,  the  recourse  gen- 
erally perverts  to  the  same  unfair  advantages  that  created 
the  original  unbalanced  situation. 

Is  the  responsibility  up  to  the  administratton  or  the  stu- 
dentbody  to  take  the  initiative  of  bringing  unity  to  this  house 
of  honor?  According  to  the  Faculty  Handbook  “the  Honor 
System  cannot  succeed  without  the  full  cooperation  of  the 
faculty.” 

The  handbook  further  urges  wholehearted  participation 
in  the  program  through  displaying  trust  and  removing  temp- 
tations that  might  lead  students  astray.  This  seemingly  para- 
doxical expression  of  administrative  policy  does,  neverthe- 
less, clear -up  the  faculty  position. 


STUDENTBODY  OBLIGATED 

Studentbody  participation  is  also  obvious  in  that  students 
are  obligated  to  live  the  standards  of  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  in  registering  at  BYLT.  Among  the 
are  obligated  to  live  the  standards  of  the  Church  of  Jesus 
standards  is  the  virtue  of  honesty.
